“ I* armors are overlooking a good 
hot when they allow unproductive land 
that might be growing trees to remain 
idle and fallow over a number of 
years,” says the department of for­ 
estry of the New York State College 
of Agriculture at Ithaca. 
Inquiries concerning reforestation of 
idle lands lead the forestry men to be­ 
lieve many farmers have the idea that 
troe planting pays well only on large 
tracts, such as are owned by the gov­ 
ernment, communities, or large land 
holders. 
Actually, say foresters, more 
wood is cut from farmers’ woodlots 
every year to “ keep the home fires 
burning” than is cut for building ma­ 
terial by lumbermen. 
Farmers sire near the time when a 
large and well-managed woodlot will 
he almost like so much money in the 
bank. 
Native trees, in farm woodlots 
which have been well cared for, are 
not unlike so many dollar hills stand­ 
ing on edge ready to he harvested and 
used to pay the feed bill.

Year 
Timothy seed of this year’s harvest 
Is making a very poor showing in 
germination tests at the Ohio agricul­ 
tural ex periment station. 
An average of only 02 per cent of 
the seeds in samples thus far tested 
have sprouted, the samples ranging 
from 30 to 90 per cent. 
The quality 
of the 1926 seed is far lower than that 
of the 1925 seed, the samples of which 
are averaging 92 per cent. 
Much of the seed of this year’s crop 
is small, discolored, and moldy or 
molds readily in the germinator or in 
the ground. 
As timothy seed does not lose its 
viability for several years it would 
seem advisable for those who have a 
supply of last year's seed, to sow it In 
preference to this year’s seed. 
If this 
year’s seed Is sown it will be necessary 
in many cases to Increase the rate of 
seeding to insure a good stand. With 
the poorer quality seed it would he 
necessary to double or even treble the 
usual amount of seed per a re.
